The Senate yesterday con- 
firmed by voice vote the nomi- 
nation of Roger C. Cramton, 
University of Michigan law 
professor, to be assistant attor- 
ney general in charge of the 
Office of Legal Counsel. 

Cramton, 43, succeeds Ralph 
E. Erickson, who was pro- 
moted to deputy attorney gen- 
eral. Erickson had succeeded 
William H. Rehnquist, whom 
President Nixon elevated to 
the Supreme Court. 

Cramton fills the last va- 
cancy in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s top level staff. The Of- 
fice of Legal Counsel acts as 
the Justice Department’s law- 
yer, advising it on a wide vari- 
ety of legal matters and laws. |
